1* As requested in the referenced notice, the following 
is a qualitative assessment of the value of Mili tary Attache 
reporting to this branch’s intelligence missions 

a. Reporting from the Sino-Soviet Bloc 
Attache reporting from ALUSSffo Warsaw on "Polish merchant 
shipping has been of potential operational use to this 
branch and has provided useful background information. 

This monthly series transmits copies of Polish Ocean lanes 
voyage schedules which also contain a current list of 
Polish Ocean Lines agents throughout the world. The 
time-lag in dissemination prevents the most effective 
operational use of the schedule information. (ALUSMA 
Warsaw IR 2li$-5>6 of 9 duly, transmitting the July schedules, 
was received by S/ST on 2 October.) 


b. Exporting from non-Bloc areas related to the Bloc 
This category of Attache reporting has been of the most 
value operationally, particularly Navy’s KIRM-2 series
